Vibrance is effective against seed and
seedling blight or damping off caused by, certain seed and soil borne pathogens,
including Rhizoctonia sp. Vibrance is particularly effective against certain smut
diseases in cereal crops. Where rate ranges are shown, use the higher rate when
disease pressure is expected to be severe.
